Come out of the jaw s of death, 
Corporal Ora J. Easton is today vis­ 
iting his grandfather. L. W. Easton, 
of 820 W est W alnut street. 
Five days cut off from his com­ 
pany in the fighting around C hateau 
Thierry. Easton captured a Germ an 
officer, twenty-one soldiers and a m a­ 
chine gun. 
For that he was aw arded a Croix 
de Guerre. 
W ounded w ith a m achine gun bul­ 
let, Easton remained in action in the 
A rgonne for three hours, at th e end 
of which tim e he was struck by four 
piece.s of shrapnel, three entering nis 
abdomen 
and 
one 
breaking 
both 
bones of his left forearm . 
T hese are but m ention of tw o of 
the outstanding days in the m any 
days of 
fighting th at 
was done by 
young Easton while a m em ber of the 
E ighteenth company, Fifth m arines, 
of th e famous Second division. 
E aston enlisted from Bloomington, 
San B ernardino county. Soon after­ 
ward his parents, Mr. and Mrs. O. J. 
Easton, moved to Santa Ana, where 
his father died two years ago last 
January. He is here today m aking 
arrangem ents for his m other, who 
has been living at Colton recently, 
to move back to Santa Ana. 
No one, his m other excepted, has 
followed the career of young Easton 
closer and none has watched his 
fight back 
to health 
more keenly 
than has his grandfather, a Civil war 
veteran of Company C, 79th Illi­ 
nois. 
At Chateau Thierry, for five days 
and nights, Easton w as cut off from 
his company. The stand of th is lone 
hero stands out as a superb exhibi­ 
tion of the never-say-die sp irit of 
the A m erican soldier. 
At night he slipped oat upon the 
battlefield and cut knapsacks and 
canteens from dead soldiers. 
On the fifth day ju st before dark 
a m achine gun company of G erm ans 
attacked the group of trees in which 
Easton was hiding 
Easton began 
firing from cover. 
H is m edal for 
m arksm anship in camp was n ot for 
nothing. His shots counted. So fast 
did he shoot, the Germ ans thought 
they w ere up against a strong force. 
W hen twenty-five yards aw ay the 
G erm ans 
surrendered. 
Easton 
or­ 
dered them 
to throw 
down their 
arm s, and 
as darkness 
cam e on he 
m arched them 
out of the woods 
tow ard the American lines. He knew 
they would 
overpower 
him In the 
dark, if he rem ained, so he took a 
chance on getting through. 
H e did 
get through. 
On October 7, after six days’ fight­ 
ing in the Argonne, he was wound­ 
ed in the abdomen by a m achine gun 
bullet, but he advanced with his com­ 
pany for three hours. Then he was 
hit by shrapnel. He staggered to a 
dressing station, arriving so exhaust­ 
ed by loss of blood th a t he could 
not see. 
He wag moved to the Brooklyn na­ 
val hospital and has been th ere two 
and a half years getting patched up. 
Bone from his left leg has been 
grafted to fill the holes in his left 
arm.

Santa A na’s new m otor fire truck 
and pump today had the official O K 
of fire underw riters, following com­ 
pletion of official tests. The equip­ 
m ent is now at the fire hall and 
will be held in reservo for special 
em ergencies that require the run­ 
ning of several lines of hose in fight­ 
ing a big conflagration. 
It will not be used In responding to 
all calls. T he lighter equipm ent will 
be called Into action for m ost of the 
fires. The new truck will be invalua­ 
ble in fighting fires located at points 
w here pressure in the w ater m ains 
may not be sufficient to cope w ith 
a fire. The apparatus also can be 
used in pum ping w ater direct from 
an irrigating ditch, should city w ater 
be unavailable or insufficient. 
In the tests here the equipm ent 
exceeded the requirem ents in every 
feature. 
The representative of the 
fire underw riters who witnessed the 
dem onstrations declared the truck 
and pump to be one of the best in 
Southern California, his statem ents 
betng based 
on th e result 
of the 
tests. 
H is declarations were made 
to John Luxem bourger, fire chief 
W ith a one and three-quarter-inch 
nozzle and 
under pressure 
of 120 
pounds the pump averaged 790 gal­ 
lons per m inute over a period of 
two hours, the w ater being pumped 
from the city reservoir. The require­ 
m ent is 750 gallons. 
At 200-pound 
pressure and w ith one and a quar­ 
ter-inch nozzle 404 gallons per m in­ 
ute were pumped, w ith the require 
m ent being 375 gallons, and 339 gal­ 
lons were pumped under pressure of 
250 pounds and nozzle of one and one- 
half inches.

cil last night to strictly enforce 
the ordinance. 
The penalty for violatiin is a 
fine of $5 to $50 or ten days im­ 
prisonment or both. 
The 
legal

was 
made a law of this city to avoid

motorists declared 
was becoming a nuisance — the 
filling of their machines with 
handbills 
advertising 
various 
wares. 
It is also designed to stop the 
practice of solicitors for oil com­

W ith these jacks they estim ate the 
loads of trucks entering the county. 
“The m ajority of O range county 
roads have 
4-inch 
concrete base, 
while those recently built or being 
built are 5-inch. 
Previous to the en­ 
actm ent of the lim iting ordinance, 
these 
4-inch 
roads 
were 
being 
smashed by heavy trucking quicker 
than they could be repaired 
“The state truck law places the 
limit at about 30,000 pounds.

“It would be a pleasure to work on 
the commission if we could do som e­ 
thing. 
We have been unable to do 
anything, so far as the park is con­ 
cerned. Friends have asked me why 
we do not do this and why we do not 
do that. 
We have no control. 
With 
conditions as they are I am ashamed 
to say that I am a member of the 
Park Commission. 
I have to tell 
friends that the ctty cannot afford to 
police the park or keep it in condi­ 
tion. 
Many things happen at the 
park that should not be permitted. 
Can’t 
the 
city 
do 
something 
to 
change conditions there?" 
This brief and pointed statem ent 
was made to the city council last 
night by Mrs. W. L. Grubb, member 
of the city park commission. 
Control Is Given 
, Other members of the commission 
present were George W. Minter and 
E. V. S. Pomeroy. 
After discussion 
of the matter the city attorney was 
directed to prepare an ordinance de­ 
fining the duties of the park com­ 
mission. 
The control of parks and 
tree planting in the street parkings 
will go to the commission. 
In reply to Mrs. Grubb’s remarks, 
Trustee J. W. Tubbs said that the 
city council now had a schem e by 
which it is hoped in the near future 
to have funds with which to do many 
things that the council would like to 
do, including more money for the 
park commission. 
“lf we want to beautify our streets 
we should insist on trees that will 
| beautify,” declared Minter, in dis­ 
cussing the subject. 
“The walnut 
tree, if properly trimmed with re­ 
gard to clearance of sidewalks and 
streets 
would not be 
the revenue 
producer it is. 
It Is not a good 
street tree.” 
“How about com and pumpkins 
growing In the parking, are they 
revenue producers?” 
asked 
Chap­ 
man, who stated that complaints had 
been made to him about using park­ 
ings for growing vegetables. 
“They would produce more 
enne than walnuts, if walnuts 
properly pruned” said Minter. 
For Uniform Planting 
Tubbs—“New subdivisions are be­ 
ing made and I think we should get 
started toward uniform planting. We 
should have deep rooted trees, trees 
that will not break up the sidewalk 
paving.” 
“We have made mistakes in tree 
planting in this city,” said Minter. 
"We have planted trees that grow 
too large. 
The acacia and pepper 
were set out here in the early days. 
The soil here is too rich to permit 
planting of these trees. 
In other 
places where the soil is not fertile 
they make a good street tree, be­ 
cause they do not grow large,” 
“Who is responsible for removal 
of d»>ad trees In parkings, the city or 
property owner?” queried Chapman 
of City Attorney Scott. 
“The d ty can make the property 
owner remove it, or the city may do 
it at its own expense,” answered the 
attorney 
Scott suggested that the next time 
a bond election is held an attem pt be 
made to increase the three mill tax 
rate now prevailing for park pur­ 
poses.

The capping aryl seaming machine, 
to continue the metaphor, 
is

whirling table 
of

pleasure park. 
It receives the cans 
out of the exhaust, and whirls them 
around its circuit, meanwhile spln-i 
ning them by means of rollers that 
seam the caps. 
Still dizzy from this experience the 
cans rattle down a chute and wait j 
their turn to ascend a belt that will 
thrust them into the cooker, a Dan-j 
te’s inferno, kept at holling point, | 
212 degrees Farenhelt. 
As they as-1 
cend the belt, a worker examines! 
each can to see if it is physically 
fit to withstand the rigors of 
this 
last test. 
The Case Reached 
Emerging from the cooker, 
the i 
belt draws the cans into a cooling, 
trough of water, and then 
throws! 
them on the labeling machine. 
If 
the can has survived thus far, it 1s 
rewarded with a coat of many col­ 
ors and joins ninety-nine of its stur­ 
dy brethren in a case, with the his­ 
tory of the outfit. inscribed on the 
end shooks. 
Cornett said that 12,000 cans were 
nm through that plant each day dur­ 
ing the busy season.
